I have been asked to investigate the possibility of obtaining per- 
mission from Parkview Hospital to locate a receiver installation on top of 
the hospital building. The installation is for one of the local Amateur 
Radio ''2 Meter'' repeaters used for amateur communications within an area 
approximately 20 to 50 miles radius. This repeater, known as the ''Murphy" 
repeater is one of several in the area, but the only one operating without 
benefit of annual membership dues, thus operating on a very limited 
budget. There is no membership or club affiliation in order to allow free 
access by any duly licensed amateur. The receiver site is presently 
located at Times Corners and has been available to us for the past seven 
vears at no cost; however, the property owner has seen fit to charge us 
rent effective January 1, 1986, thus necessitating the move. 


There are two by products of Amateur Radio which benefit the local 
community and the entire country as well. For many years radio amateurs 
have been directly and/or indirectly instrumental in technological advances 
in the area of communications and electronics as well as offering their 
time and equipment freely in times of emergency. This second area is the 
one of particular interest to the local community. "Hams," using the 
local repeaters, were deeply involved in emergency communications during 
the blizzard ot '78 and the flood of '82 and offer a means of rapid 
coordination on emergency efforts as well as parades, marathons and 
similar events. Locating the receiving portion of the repeater atop 
Parkview Hospital would allow more uniform coverage of the city and enable 
"Handi-Talkies" to be more effectively used. This is an important point 
for dependable communications during emergencies, since most operation 
would be with "Handi-Talkies.'' It is my understanding that the hospitals 
in Huntington and Marion, Indiana consider the Amateur Radio repeater 
installation at the hospital site an important factor in time of emergency. 


Use of the Parkview facility would require: 
1. A source of A.C. power. 


2. Space for a standard 6 foot high equipment rack somewhere in the 
top of the building. 


3. Space on the root for the antennas necessary for proper use and 
control of the repeater.

FCC COMMENTS ON AMATEUR 
FEEDBACK TO McNAMARA LETTER 


On October 11, 1989, FCC Special Services 
Division Chief Robert H. McNamara wrote 
to a number of ‘amateurs seeking comments 
and information on phone patches, informa- 
tion bulletins and over-the-air telegraphy prac- 
tice. The letter requested information ‘and 
insight that could bring a resolution to “‘the 
unfortunate continuing over-the-air dispute 
that takes place on the 20-meter band... which 
js jeopardizing international goodwill. ...” 
‘ARRL’s response was ‘submitted on November 
15, 1989, by ARRL Counsel Chris Imlay. See 
the February Happenings column for the 
details of the reply. 

In a letter dated December 21, 1989, 
McNamara stated that 45 replies were received 
in response to his letter, and that although the 
responses ‘‘contained somewhat conflicting in- 
formation and views, they were helpful in un- 
derstanding the issues so that a course of action 
could be selected.’”” McNamara stated that it 
appeared that the intensity of the debate has 


subsided and that most of those participating - 


init have recommitted themselves to the basic 
principles of the amateur service by attempt- 
ing to resolve such ‘‘disputes”’ off the air. 
He stated that the “‘disputes’’ are centered 
in three main areas: phone-patch communica- 
tions on the HF bands, information bulletins, 
and telegraphy practice transmissions. 
McNamara stated that the replies “. . confirm 
that misuse of an important amateur service 
frequency band was having a major negative 
impact upon the service. They clearly show 
that the amateur service was not fully cooper- 
ating in selecting transmitting channels and in 


97.101(b).”” 

McNamara stated there were two general 
views concerning a solution in the responses. 
One, that the amateur community should be 
allowed to solve the ‘‘problem’”’ internally. The 
second, that the Commission should mount a 
massive enforcement effort. McNamara said 
the second approach was not possible because 
of enforcement priorities and budget con- 
straints; if direct Commission intervention 
proved to be necessary it would be in the form 
of additional restrictions that may affect all 
amateur operators. 

McNamara said ‘‘In view of the above, we 
will afford the amateur community the self- 
regulation opportunity suggested.”’ He went 


on to suggest that interested individuals and 


organizations participate voluntarily in 
developing a plan for amateur self-regulation. 


McNamara closed by observing that the 


FCC wants ‘‘to enable amateur operators in 


the United States to create and pioneer com- 
munications systems, limited only by their per- | 


sonal interests, imagination and technical 


_ skills. We believe that it would be tragic if the 


degree of regulation of the service had to be 
increased because the amateur service commu- 
nity could not effectively resolve its internal 
disagreements. Additional regulation for th 
sole purpose of maintaining order among the 
licensees will surely detract from the amateur 


. service fully meeting its objectives.” 


ARRL Executive Vice President David 
Suimner, K1ZZ, observed that McNamara’s 
conclusions do not address the specific sugges- 


tions for Commission action offered by the 


League in its November 15 response, and that 
the course of action McNamara is recommend- 
ing is similar to an effort to bring opposing 
factions together that was undertaken in good 
faith, but without ultimate success, in Orlan- 
do last March. 


- FCC GRANTS EXTENSION OF STA FOR 


AUTOMATIC HF PACKET 


On January 3, 1990, the ARRL requested 
an extension of the Special Temporary 
Authority (STA) permitting certain Amateur 
Radio stations to operate under automatic con- 
trol when operating on certain frequencies 
below 29.7 MHz. The FCC granted the ARRL 
request on January 4, 1990, for one year or 
until rules are adopted that will permit auto- 
matic control of data and RTTY communi- 
cations, whichever is shorter. 

The experience gained through the STA has 
resulted in a recent Petition for Rule Making 
that the ARRL submitted to the FCC on 
December 12, 1989. Communications con- 
ducted in accordance with the STA have 
afforded amateurs a good idea what the oper- 
ating parameters of unattended HF digital 
operation should be. The FCC has not yet 
assigned a RM number to the ARRL petition. 


PACIFIC BELL OFFERS RESIDENTIAL 


RATES TO AMATEUR REPEATERS 


Pacific Bell is offering residential telephone 


_ rates to amateur repeaters with phone-patch 


making the most effective use of the amateur ¢ 
service frequencies as required by Section 


facilities. Pacific Bell’s Customer Services 
Manager Jennifer Just said, ‘‘Our decision 
was based on two factors. One, that ham 
radio operators are prohibited by law for 
using the services for business purposes, 
and. ..that Pacific Bell values the emergency 
back-up help amateurs provide and would like 
to make the service as widely available as 
possible.”’ 

Any repeater groups serviced by Pacific 
Bell that are currently being charged commer- 
cjal rates for their phone patch should call 
their local business office to apply for the 
change. 


TE GIVES RESIDENTIAL RATES TO 
UTOPATCHES : 


GTE California is offering residential rates 


to jts customers for repeaters with autopatch 
facilities. In a January 9 letter to Karl Pagel, 
N6BVU, Karen Shaw, Vice President of 
Customer Relations for GTE, said GTE is 
making the rate change retroactive to October 
1, 1989. 

The policy apparently will extend to all 
GTE-serviced repeater or remote-base owners 
nationwide. Amateur Radio repeater groups 
that are GTE customers should be hearing 
from a GTE customer representative explain- 
ing the new monthly service rate. Shortly after 
that, they will receive a one-time credit on 
their telephone bill. Any group not receiving 
a call should contact its local business office. 


AR THWESTERN DIVISION 
DIRECTOR DRAKE, W7RM, RESIGNS 


Citing recent medical problems and the 
need to concentrate ona successful recovery, 
Rush S. Drake, W7RM, has submitted his 
resignation as Director of the ARRL North- 
western Division effective December 31, 1989. 
Drake served as Vice Director of the Division 
for two years, and Director for three. William 
R. Shrader, W7QMU, has assumed the post 
of Director for the remainder of the current 
term. ARRL President Larry Price, W4RA, 
appointed Mary Lou Brown, NM7N, to com- 
plete Shrader’s term as Vice Director. 


FCC ENFORCEMENT ACTIONS 


According to recent FCC news releases, 
Richard Harrison, owner and operator of 
Comtek in Manassas, Virginia, has been con- 
victed of offering for sale and selling illegal 
CB equipment. In September 1988, Harrison 
sold an RF amplifier to a representative of 
the FCC’s Baltimore Office. A subsequent 
search of the Comtek facilities resulted in the 
seizure of 55 illegal amplifiers and CB trans- 
ceivers. 

Harrison’s acts were in violation of Section 
302 of the Communications Act and are 
punishable by a fine not to exceed $100,000 
and/or imprisonment not to exceed one year 
for each count. 

In another case, Donald R. Lehto, 
WA7WOC, of Carefree, Arizona, has paid 
a $750 fine for willful and malicious inter- 
ference to other amateur stations. The FCC 
had received numerous complaints about an 
amateur who followed other amateur opera- 
tors from one frequency to another and 
jammed various networks and amateur 
repeaters with offensive sound effects. In 
May, 1989, the FCC’s Douglas, Arizona, 


office staff monitored deliberate interference 


on 3.992 MHz and 3.983 MHz, and traced 
the interfering signals to Lehto’s home. 

Stephen Y. Tsuya, Engineer in Charge of 
the Commission’s office in Douglas, Arizona, 
has written to ARRL OO Coordinator John 
Moore, NJ7E, thanking John and other 
volunteers for their assistance. In Tsuya’s 
words, ‘‘Not only is the program working, 
it is providing invaluable. . chelp.”’ 

Willful or malicious interference is a 
violation of Section 97.125 and is punishable 
by a maximum administrative fine of $2,000 
per day, per violation, up to a total of $5,000.

According 
to these guidelines, the Snyder ARC repeater 
qualified for the R-1 rate (their telephone 
line was new and the first month’s bill had 
not even been paid, so they would not get 
any refund for overcharges). 
_ Meanwhile, the Caprock Repeater Club 
of Lubbock, through its representative, 
Don Mosher, WB5BRY, was also trying to 
get a lower rate. Don had been talking to 
the telephone company at the same time as 
KESZW and he too was successful in 
getting the R-1 rate under the new policy 
guidelines. In addition to the new lower 
rate, the Caprock Repeater Club received 
a $2002 refund for 17 years of overcharges! 
These victories once again strengthen 
Amateur Radio’s stance that it is for non- 
commercial emergency use and that federal 
regulations are a tool against unfair local 
rules and charges. If the telephone 
company is charging a commercial rate for 
your club or personal repeater, and the 
public utilities guidelines in your state are 
similar to those in Texas, contact the tele- 
phone company to apply for the lower 
residential rate. If the guidelines are dif- 
ferent, then contact your public utilities 
board or commission because it is unfair 
to be charged for something one is pro- 
hibited by law from doing; that is, con- 
ducting business on Amateur Radio.

THE FALL MEETING OF THE COUNCIL will be as previously announced at the 
Fort Wayne Hamfest on Sunday, November 14, 1993, from 1300 to 1500. At 
this regular meeting we will hear reports from our Coordinators, dis- 
cuss the activities around the 420-450 MHz. band, and make final prepa- 
rations for the ARRL Repeater Directory submission. All Council mem- 
bers and interested parties are asked to attend this important meeting. 


The Fort Wayne Hamfest is located at the Allen County War Memorial 
Coliseum Exposition Center on highway 30/24 on the east side of Fort 
Wayne. It is only a few minutes off 169 Exits 111 or 112. This indoor 
Hamfest is certainly worth the effort to attend, and the sponsor, AC- 
ARTS, always provide us with an outstanding meeting room. Remember it 
actually runs Saturday and Sunday, but our meeting is on SUNDAY. 


I am sorry to announce to the membership that Dave Langston, W9YFI, is 
now a silent key. Dave was trustee of the 145.47 repeater, and a very 
active member of the Council and the Adams County ARC. Dave was a 
member of the Council Technical Committee and has been active in the 
Council since the 70's. We will miss his regular attendance and par- 
ticipation in our meetings. His contributions to Amateur Radio in 
Indiana will live on however. 


As you know from an earlier Council mailing we are making an effort to 
work within the 420-450 MHz. bandplan and make provisions for the 
rapidly expanding needs of the Packet portion of our hobby. It 
directly effects repeater sponsors as the Council asks those of you who 
have control or link frequencies between 445.000 and 445.650 MHz. to 
vacate those frequencies soon. Our mechanism for accomplishing this is 
first for you to contact our Frequency Coordinator Jeff Tucker and 
confirm with him that your used frequency is in our database. Next 
Jeff will work with you to obtain another usable frequency above 
445.650 (up to 446.975) or in the 433.000 to 433.150 MHz. segment. 

This will be a bit of a challenge as we need to obtain approval from 
our neighboring states if you are within 120 miles of the boarder, and 
also to do our best to confirm that other users aren't on that 
frequency in your area. For those of you who have control frequencies 
in the 445-447 or 433 MHz. range it is in everyone's best interest that 
you notify the Frequency Coordinator of your use. This will help us to 
help keep your channel usable in your area. 


Remember that all link and control frgquencies are maintained in con- 
fidence in Council records. Years ago we all attempted to keep our 
frequencies secret to minimize interference (unintentional and inten- 
tional). However, with todays synthesized receivers it isn't possible 
to keep hidden from others. The challenge now is to best use our lim- 
ited resources and still meet your needs. 
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I'd like to suggest also that as a user of UHF links you consider the 
use of directional antennas (if you don't already), and minimum power. 
If yours is a control frequency perhaps it can be used by others in 
your area since you use it infrequently. Subaudible tone control and 
other DTMF methods certainly make this practical. 


As a Council we agreed last year to begin vacating the 445.000-445.625 
MHz. segment to allow room for expansion of the Packet GL-Net and other 
networks throughout our State. These networks are beginning to take 
shape, and they have some nodes on UHF now. It was understood by the 
IDEA leadership however, that their use of these frequencies were 
dependent upon our moving of existing users, and proper coordination 
approval by our neighboring States. We also asked for a detailed pro- 
posal of the locations and frequencies of the network so that we could 
work to move only those existing users that would result in interfer- 
ence. We are still awaiting that plan. Currently our Coordinator is 
no longer recommending any link or control frequencies in that range, 
and is assisting those who are there in moving. The Council asks for 
your assistance in this effort to improve the usage of our band. 


In an effort to head off future problems with the use of this band the 
Council sponsored a meeting on August 25th with representatives of the 
ATV, Packet and Repeater communities. Participants included from the 
Council WASCWE, WB9KIX, and WB9QBR. ATV interests were represented by 
W9DUU and WASBVS. The Indiana Digital Experimenters (IDEA) were repre- 
sented by KK9G, N5AAA and N4XI. The Hoosier Contesters (HICKS) were 
represented by K8JP and NINS. I also asked Peggy Coulter, W9JUJ, Sec- 
tion Manager of the ARRL, and Bob Lyles, K9ET, Chairman of the Indiana 
Radio Club Council to attend as impartial observers. John Phillips, 
NV9A, acted as Facilitator of the meeting. The prompting of the meet- 
ing was the insistence by the HICKS group that 420.550 MHz. was neces- 
sary for them to provide a very high speed (56 KBd) network across 
Indiana east/west. The position of the Council was that provisions 
were made in the bandplan to use an allocation of 433.175-433.625 for 
packet. This was chosen based upon interference studies run in 
1989-1992 and the existing ATV, Satellite and other users. Since ini- 
tial agreement could not be reached this meeting was called to help 
each of the affected groups (ATV and Packet) to understand the needs of 
the other. 


Major points of contention centered on the following: 

1) ATV interests require a great deal of bandwidth (the nature of the 
mode), and occupy 420-432 and 434.5-440.5 MHz. Four "output" channels 
(somewhat overlapping) were identified in the 420-432 band segment. 
Tests indicate that the lowest frequency channel (used by a system in 
Anderson) would be significantly interfered with if a node in Muncie 
went on 420.55. If the number of users of ATV are low and their actual 
on-the-air time is small why should they have so much spectrum allo- 
cated to them? It was pointed out that ATV users were occupying the 
band long before FM repeaters or packet found it. Additionally the 
testing indicated that the packet data bursts, particularly the wide 
bandwidth ones (high speed) wiped out the ATV signals, as ATV is often 
relatively weak signal in nature to its' users. The possibility of 
consolidation of ATV channels to better utilize the limited bandwidth 
was discussed and will be investigated. 


2) The Packet interests continue to look longer term to higher baud 
rates and wider bandwidths, up to +/- 100 KHz. They believe that their 
mode has significantly more users and value to amateur radio than ATV . 
There is no question that it is much more frequency effective than the 
ATV mode. The HICKS planners feel that the 433 MHz. allocation isn't 
acceptable because Ohio is already established on 420.550 MHz. (as of 
yet unconfirmed.) They have the financial backing and sites identified 
to continue with their plan. There are technical reasons that indicate 
that the 450 MHz. band is a better choice than any other of the VHF/UHF 
amateur bands for this network. Eventually the IDEA and HICKS networks 
will be able to be interconnected for greater efficiency. 


3) The IRC position is that we are the "keepers" of the bandplan, and 
have no legal authority to enforce it. The plan was developed with the 
inputs from the most technically knowledgeable and influential hams 
available at the time with the hope that it looked to future needs. It 
certainly is a "living document" that can be modified, but since it was 
approved not only by our Council but the Packet and ATV communities at 
the time it would have to be approved again were it to be changed. The 
ARRL bandplan recommendations are only suggestions, and are not binding 
upon our State or any other State that has a frequency coordinating 
Organization. The Council is primarily interested in FM repeater 
coordination, but has traditionally coordinated FM ATV repeater systems 
also using the same standards as voice repeaters. The Council does not 
coordinate Packet systems, leaving that to the IDEA organization which 
must operate within the bandplan and coordination guidelines of Indiana 
and its' neighboring States. 

The Council believes that until the existing bandplan is imple- 
mented and found to be lacking it should be used. Additionally if a 
"Range War" is started over the use of a particular frequency the 
entire Amateur community is the loser, not just the few parties 
involved. The entire frequency coordination method and other accepted 
use of our bands is dependent upon gentlemen's agreement and peer 
pressure to make them usable. We all need to continue this practice. 


4) As a result of this meeting the following action items were 
assigned and agreement reached on the order of implementation: 
1) Contact will be made with our neighboring States to learn the 
following (Responsibility of WA9CWE): 

A) What they are doing with high speed packet, ATV, etc. 

B) Make them aware of what we are attempting to do. 

C) Discuss 420.55 as a potential Packet use. 

. Does this frequency have to be used? 

D) Determine for ATV repeaters: What Freq's used, any 
efforts at frequency consolidation, how do they inter- 
act with Packet activity. 

E) Are there interference problems now. 

2) Tests will be made on 420.55 with a Packet node in Muncie and 
the ATV activity in Anderson to determine the extent of 
interference to both systems (Responsibility of K8JP). 


The order of implementation is: 
1) Operate the Muncie to Ohio Packet link within the current 
bandplan. 
2) Try experiments to determine if interference exists. 
3) Operate the Muncie to Ohio Packet link within the current 
bandplan using split frequencies. 
4) Move the Anderson ATV system to 426.250 (concern about if 
this is technically feasible). 
Timing on this plan is to be as rapid as possible. Equipment limita- 
tions and feedback from our neighbors may be a limiting factor. There 
is an indication that those who stand to benefit from this action will 
be willing to absorb the costs associated with any moves. 


This group plans to get together again in the future to review progress 
and timing. 


This entire issue brings to light again the need to become a "Spectrum 
Management" organization as opposed to a “Repeater Council." Most 
State organizations have not stepped up to this responsibility yet, but 
it must come soon. Our Council could become that body in Indiana if 
the membership, current and future would support that activity. It 
would certainly require that hams with other interests beyond repeaters 
take an active role. Additionally it would require that the leader- 
ship take on the additional responsibilities of understanding the big 
picture and communicating with more than the 300 or so contacts related 
to repeaters. The Council leadership would like to hear your opinion 
on this issue. 


As mentioned earlier the input to the ARRL Repeater Directory is due 
soon. The League accepts input of information only from the one recog- 
nized coordination body in a given area. In the case of Indiana it is 
our Council. We also must submit the Packet information to them. This 
we do by passing thru the information provided by IDEA. Our input is 
made from our Coordination records held by each bands' Coordinator. 
This is of course provided by you in your yearly System Update. If you 
do not have current information provided to the Coordinator the infor- 
mation in the Directory will not be correct. Additionally only those 
systems shown as properly coordinated in our records will be listed as 
we do not record "uncoordinated" systems. To assure that your repeater 
is shown with the correct location, call sign, features, etc. make 
certain your updated System Survey is in the hands of the Coordinator 
by November 25, 1993. We make submission on December 1, so don't 


delay. 


It is not too early to think about Officers for 1993-4. As you will 
read in the Minutes of the July meeting the Membership voted to move 
the Annual Meeting to the Indy Hamfest date in July to make this 
important meeting more centralized and accessible to the entire State. 
In July of '94 an entire slate will be needed. If you desire to "make 
a difference" for ham radio in Indiana this job is for you. 


Please note also the enclosed list of members. Our Council continues 
to grow and is approaching 100 sponsoring organizations. If you are 
not a member currently please consider joining.

Six Meters - Dave Crockett, WA9ZCE, Coordinator:

In last years' survey of trustees most preferred to stay 
On our 1 MHz. split and weren't interested in the 500 Khz. split at all. 
We have 13 repeaters in the State and only 3 are on non-standard splits. 
Dave is going to begin making coordinations per the 1.7 MHz. plan, and 
any of the current systems that want to change can do so. He will also 
honor and guard all of the old RC channels. The new digital RC channels 
are below 51 MHz. 


Two Meters - Kevin Berlin, WB9QBR, Coordinator: 

Kevin has an illness in his family that kept him from attending. Walt 
Breining, N9WB, reported that following....Coordination activities used 
to be much easier than it is now. With the available channels full it 
is hard to meet the needs of those who want to put on a two meter 
repeater. Kevin needs a chance to catch up with what is going on and to 
try to help everyone. There is also a problem with people putting on 
systems without coordination. Walt is going to stay on with the Council 
assisting with interference problems. 


220 MHz. - Marty Hensley, KA9PCT, Coordinator: 

There is a new repeater coordinated in Chandler. It hadn't been coor- 
dinated previously, but would meet the requirements, so it has been 
recorded. N9HTZ in South Bend has been Cleared thru Illinois and Michi- 
gan. The top half of the State is full on 220 MHz. Marty also 
requests that everyone submit System Survey updates regularly. 


440 MHz. - Jeff Tucker, WB9OKIX, Coordinator: 

The 440 band is not yet full. There are about 140 repeaters coordinated 
compared to 107 at this time last year. Jeff has about 35 coordinations 
pending, awaiting OK's from our neighboring States, etc. The upper part 
of the State, particularly the East is difficult to find an opening for. 
Jeff reminded everyone that all Packet coordinations need to be run thru 
the Packet Coordinator first, then Jeff will get it and check for prob- 


lems. 


900 MHz. & Up - Ron Pogue, KD9QB, Coordinator: 

Ron reported on his correspondence with ABC-TV Sports regarding their 
request to utilize the Amateur frequency at 2400 MHz. to provide video 
from the race cars at the Indy 500 Race. What is significant is that 
ABC recognizes the requirement to obtain permission from the Amateur 
community before applying for the temporary permit from the FCC. We 
agreed to the temporary use as it caused no interference to any existing 
system. ABC used a slight portion of our band, and supported 17 race 


cameras. 


The 900 MHz. band has increased in activity. There are 4 voice repeat- 
ers coordinated. Most of the activity is in the Kokomo area. There are 
4 ATV repeaters coordinated, the newest one in New Castle. The new 
"Rabbit" TV transmitters provide some Opportunities for easy access to 
Amateur TV. Remember that this is a shared band with dozens of Propos- 
als before the FCC. Also there are now portable telephones in this 


spectrum. . 


On 1.2 GHz. there have been 3 additional coordinations. The 2.4 GHz. 
band now has Satellite downlinks. 


Regarding Packet activity per our revised bandplan the lower portion of 
445 MHz. is allocated for Packet links, and we need to clear it out. 

The 220 MHz. band was condensed that caused a significant problem for us 
and for Packet, but the proposal has been made to allocate 219 to 220 
MHz. for Digital only. This may come about. The two meter segments for 
Packet are full, and it appears that some activity on 6 meters is 


eminent. 


Old Business: We discussed the 440 MHz. bandplan changes that were 
approved in the July, 1992 meeting to provide for Packet. It was asked 
whether there were any problems encountered or expected. No one 
reported any feedback received or any concerns. 


Everyone was asked to submit updated System Surveys to the appropriate 
Coordinator. We discussed procedures of some States use that cause de- 
coordination if regular surveys are not submitted. Indiana has not 
established that procedure yet, but we may have to come up with a system 
to encourage everyone to submit them. We now ask for updates each year, 
and input from those who know of systems off the air. We would like to 
adopt a method to require regular updates, and ask each member to think 
about an effective and fair way to accomplish this. 


The Chairman reviewed topics covered at the Annual meeting of The Mid 
America Coordination Council meeting in April. There are now 19 member 
States. 


The Chairman proposed that the listing of the Bandplan for two meters be 
changed to correctly reflect the uses of Packet, The Shuttle communica- 


tions and other special and experimental modes as follows; 
145.50 - 145.70 Packet 
145555 Shuttle Communications ‘ 


1452708 —e1L 45580 Experimental and Special Modes 
It was moved and seconded that these changes be made, and all were in 
favor. The Chairman will make the modifications. 


The Chairman reviewed an article from "ACC Notes" that discussed a pos- 
sible rewrite of Part 90 decreasing the channel spacing of the commer- 
cial bands. This may result in a great deal of "obsolete" equipment 
available to the Amateur market. Several members present had heard of 
the proposal and we discussed the ramifications of such a move. 


A discussion of the change of the Annual Meeting of the Council so that 
more people from throughout the State could participate resulted in the 
following motion from Dick Shelton, N6RS: That the date of the Annual 
Meeting and election of Officers be changed to the July meeting in 
Indianapolis, and that the present officers remain in office until the 
1994 meeting. This was seconded by Mel Martin, K9PQP. All present 
voted in favor of this change. 

There was no additional information for the Good Of The Council. 

The next meeting will be in November at the Fort Wayne Hamfest. 

The meeting was adjourned.

The Mid-America Coordination Council continues to expand. The Western 
Washington Council has petitioned for entry into the organization. It 
is expected that they will be approved bringing to 15 the number of 
‘major Councils participating. This affiliation strengthens the bond 
and working relationship between State groups. We need to approve our 
contribution of $75 dues to MACC at this meeting. 


At our July meeting the Council approved modifications to the 440 
Bandplan that we discussed through the spring. The Minutes of the 
meeting gives further information related to the discussion. The 
approved modifications that are significant relate to the band segment 
between 445.000 and 447.000. As you recall we utilize this for sim- 
plex, links, control, etc. The Packet folks needed room here too. The 
plan now states that we will reserve 445.000 to 445.150 MHz for packet 
activity, and the segment between 445.175 and 445.625 MHz. can be used 
for the packet interconnects also, but require coordination thru our 
Council. The big picture is that we know there are links and control 
frequencies within this segment that our Coordinator isn't aware of. 
We don't want to allow a Packet activity on one of these used frequen- 
cies, but we also realize that there is a legitimate need for the 
Packet expansion. Our Coordinator will be working with the IDEA 
Chairman to coordinate any Packet links within this band segment, and 
get approval from our neighbors if required. We'll do all we can to 
prevent interference to existing operations. Additionally we will not 
assign any new control, link or other users within this segment until 
there are no other alternatives.

Although this may not on the surface seem to be a win-win situation it 
could be in the future. Some folks visualize the time when we can tie 
repeaters together in all parts of the State using "digital" audio over 
very high speed networks like these Packet systems. Additionally the 
difficulty with finding acceptable frequencies for Packet on the 
420-450 band had challenged the IDEA organization to look to the future 
with the use of the 1240-1300 MHz. band for their very high speed 
interconnects. In their last meeting I presented to the membership the 
history and logic behind our modified bandplan and why we can't just 
give them a segment of the band for their own use. The information was 
well received. I asked the IDEA President to work with our Coordinator 
Jeff Tucker to develop a "Coordination Procedure" within IDEA to get a 
handle on their systems. We will then pursue the procedures we use to 
make certain that we don't interfere with our neighbors or other 


repeater users in Indiana. 


This whole issue points out the importance of making certain that our 
Coordinators are aware of your link and control frequencies and that we 
have them "coordinated". In the past we have just recorded them and 
checked when asked to make certain that interference problems didn't 
occur. However, it is now necessary to actually go thru a Coordination 
procedure and check more thoroughly with our neighbors. If you are 
using UHF freqs. for any purpose please take the time to fill out the 
"Link Coordination Form" included in this mailing and forward it to 
Jeff Tucker. He will record it and issue coordination. If a problem 
arises he'll be in touch with you. The actual coordination parameters 
may need to vary somewhat from those we use for repeaters. Links are 
directional for example, so make certain we can tell from your descrip- 
tion the locations of each end of the line and what the antenna pat- 
terns are. Correct information will allow us to more effectively uti- 
lize the available spectrum. 


Included in this mailing is the latest listing of Coordinated Repeat- 
ers. This has been updated by our Coordinators to confirm that these 
systems are indeed Coordinated. The 220 systems are missing a few new 
coordinations due to a hard disk crash at Marty's. Likewise the 440 
listings are missing those who Jeff is awaiting the 30 day objection 
opportunity from our neighboring States. I have tried to update the 
call sign and sponsor according to the Membership Applications that the 
Council receives. The Coordinators operate from the System Survey 
sheet that is submitted to them. Please do your best to keep the two 
documents consistent with regard to information. Also it is very 
important to provide an update to the Coordinator yearly. This con- 
firms that your system is still on the air and gives you an opportunity 
to correct trustee call changes, etc. This information goes into the 
ARRL Repeater Directory, so if you want it correct there it must be 
submitted to us correctly. 


In the past we have not strictly enforced the request for System Survey 
forms yearly, or at least one per two years. Many States require an 
update each 12 months or the Coordination is automatically revoked. 
However, due to the continuing problems with finding a frequency for 
new sponsors, and occasional criticism for not knowing that a system 
isn't on the air, perhaps we should pursue the issue more strongly. 
Please come to the Council meeting and express your opinion on how we 
can improve our up-to-date information. 


I again ask for your help in identifying systems that are not on the 
air. When we tell someone that there isn't a frequency available for 
him to establish a system he will come back with something to the 
effect that one of our listed systems: 1)never did come on the air; 
2)is only on intermittently; 3)was on for a number of years but is off 
now; 4)doesn't serve the local needs because the coverage isn't ade- 
quate; 5)it isn't being run right. 

1 - We require that a system be in full operation within 6 months of 
being coordinated unless the sponsor notifies the Coordinator that 
there is a problem and he's about ready. Since the Coordinator cannot 
monitor all systems we have no way of knowing it hasn't gone on unless 
you tell us. If the system doesn't come on the air and the Coordinator 
is notified he will contact the sponsor and then withdraw the coordina- 
tion. 

2 & 3 - Again if the Coordinator cannot monitor the system he can go 
only by the submission of the System Survey. Unfortunately some spon- 
sors continue to submit surveys indicating they are on the air when in 
fact they are not. We depend upon input from the membership for cor- 
rect reports. The Coordinator will NOT withdraw a coordination without 
notification of the sponsor and an opportunity to explain the situa- 
tion, but failure to respond will result in withdrawal. 

4 - We assign coordinations based upon standard distance spacings used 
by us and our neighboring States. Unless we know of specific terrain 
features that influence the coverage, or the system is coordinated 
specifically "low profile" we have to assume a typical installation. 
The fact that it doesn't "meet the needs" cannot. be judged by the 
Coordinator, and we are not in a position to try to rule on such 
matters. If you feel that the existing system isn't adequate perhaps 
you can volunteer to help improve it rather than go into competition 
and tie up more of our limited spectrum. 

5 - Again the opinion that it "isn't run right" is subjective and can- 
not be judged by the Council (assuming it is operating legally). If 
you differ in opinion with the users on its' operation perhaps you can 
positively influence the users with your good operating practices. We 
must continue to judge based upon when a system goes/went on the air, 
not what the purpose is. Would you want me to decide if your repeater 
needed to be on the air? Would you want to be responsible for making 
those decisions Statewide? 


We may have a candidate for a new two meter Coordinator. We've asked 
for a volunteer for two years now, and it seems that some don't like 
the response from our volunteer who has had the job for 12 years, but 
they also don't want to take it on. Walt has had the job for a long 
time, and the experience and history he's been able to accumulate is 
very valuable, but his business needs more of his attention now so this 
will allow him to bow out. Perhaps we'll be in a position to announce 
the appointment at the November meeting. 


Along these same lines it is now time for a new Chairman and Secre- 
tary/Treasurer. I have served the Council for 4 years straight this 
time, and I now feel that it is time for new blood, so I will not 
accept the nomination again. I appreciate the kind words from those of 
you who have been satisfied with what I have been able to accomplish 
with the Council, but "too many irons in the fire" have worn me out. 
Tim, KB9VE, our Secretary/Treasurer also feels that having this office 


in the same community with the Chairman is vital. He's going to 
decline future nominations too. Please step up and volunteer your ser- 
vices for a year or two. If you are "computer literate" it is a big 
help, and I can transfer a lot of information to you easily. If com- 
puters isn't your thing don't worry as I also have a paper system that 
will make life easy. Also I'll still be around to support you and the 
Council. You've benefitted from the council so how about putting a 
little bit back into it! 


This mailing includes the listing of the 92 member organizations with 
dues current. If you are not a member please pay your dues, and/or 
submit an application to become a member. The organization is as 
strong as its' membership. I'm proud to say that our renewal rate is 
in excess of 90%, and we pick up about 7 or 8 new members a year. The 
dues continue at the 1972 level of $8, and several sponsors have 
recognized the good deai that it is and paid up to 5 years ahead. We 
appreciate that show of confidence. Our funds are used exclusively for 
postage, paper, and dues to MACC. I'm lucky to have had someone who 
was willing to reproduce our mailings for providing the paper, but 
future officers may not be so lucky. Postage alone is $80 per mailing, 
and the Coordinators probably average $500 or so in postage. Our 
future challenges to better communicate the coordinations and decoordi- 
nations will pressure the budget. Please help support this essential 
activity. 


From the Southern part of the State we continue to hear grumbles about 
interference from Kentucky systems. Please understand that most 
attempts to communicate with the KY coordinator go unanswered. They 
have had a couple of well intended folks doing the job in the past, but 
it got out of hand and they just coordinated every application sub- 
mitted without giving us the courtesy of objecting. If you will pro- 
vide our Coordinator with the details of the problem (frequency, call 
sign, dates coordinated, type of interference, etc) perhaps he can help 
in the resolution. We have the resources of MACC and SERA (South Eas- 
tern Repeater Association [KY]) for help if needed. The Coordinator 
can't go to bat for you without complete documented information. Help 


him build your case. 


I'd like to reinforce the understanding that exists with the Packet 
community and the IRC. The IRC coordinates only repeaters and associ- 
ated links, controls, etc. The IDEA organization has/will establish 
the procedures for "coordinating" or listing Packet systems in accor- 
dance with what they deem necessary. Since the expansion of the Packet 
network extends into the area that we and our neighbors have tradition- 
ally used for FM activity we must coordinate those systems that utilize 
that spectrum. Therefore, Packet users must utilize our resources to 
accomplish that. Perhaps IDEA can be the "eye-of-the-needle" to our 
Coordinator. Presently the ARRL recognizes only system listings for 
repeaters and Packet systems from the IRC. Therefore, we submit the 
data provided by IDEA to the ARRL. There is discussion of a separate 
Directory for Packet systems. When that happens perhaps the procedure 
will change.

INDIANA REPEATER COUNCIL - REGULAR MEETING - JULY 11, 1992 
INDIANAPOLIS HAMFEST - FORUM ROOM - 1300 TO 1500 


The meeting was called to order by the Chairman, Steve Riley, WA9CWE, at 
1300. He thanked the Indianapolis Hamfest Committee for the opportunity 
to meet here again. A roll call of the 77 Member Organizations resulted 


in 14 represented. 


New member organizations were listed and a motion made to accept them 
into the Council. All were in favor. Those admitted were:

All 
were in favor.

Correspondence: The Chairman reported that he attended the MACC (Mid- 
America Coordination Council) Board of Directors and Frequency Coordi- 
nators Meetings at the Dayton Hamvention. He briefly discussed the main 
issues that were discussed. The Council has received a copy of the 
document explaining the Wind Profiler, and asked that if anyone notices 
interference of any type on the 440 band, particularly north of 
Lafayette, please notify the Council. Correspondence with Mike Rice 
concerning the Terre Haute repeater has resulted in a new member orga- 
nization, and another source of information from the Terre Haute area. 
Packet activity continues to expand on the 440 band and will require 
further discussion later in the meeting. 


Coordinators Report: 

6 Meters, Dave Crockett, WA9ZCE - Dave was unable to attend due to 
illness, but the Chairman indicated that Dave's report in the latest 
Newsletter described what was happening on the band. The ARRL recently 
surveyed all of the six meter stations and Coordination Councils to 
determine if one of the three Bandplans on Six Meters (500Khz., 1.0 
Mhz., or 1.7Mhz.) was most popular. Each of the plans have some fea- 
tures that make it desirable. However, throughout the nation all of the 
plans seem to be used and coexist. Indiana has surveyed all of the 
system sponsors and find that our 1Mhz. plan is favored by us. 


2 Meters, Walt Breining, N9WB - Walt reported again that the band is 
full by our existing coordination standards. In northern Indiana there 
is beginning to be a problem with uncoordinated repeaters coming on, and 
systems exceeding their parameters and causing interference. The FCC 
has inspected one system in Northeastern Indiana and Walt expects sev- 
eral citations to result. One of the problems resulting from having no 
open frequencies to assign new system sponsors is that they go ahead and 
put a system on anyway. The result is interference that the uncoordi- 
nated system is responsible for resolving. Walt reviewed Commission 
intent with those present and indicated he has talked with the Commis- 
sion personnel recently. The Commission can take action and the result 
may be the loss of the trustee's license. 


Walt continues to suggest that those who want to put a system on the air 
go to 220, 440 or 6 meters. Additionally we need to be advised when a 
system has never been on the air or has been off the air for a period of 
time. This will allow us to begin decoordination procedures. 


There have been some problems with coordinations in southern Indiana and 
Kentucky. It seems that the previous Kentucky Coordinator was approving 
everything that was applied for without checking with adjacent States. 
The result was interference with Indiana systems. The current Coordi- 
nator, Terry Estes, is grandfathering previously coordinated systems, 
even if they interfere with one of our systems. Walt is attempting to 
work with him on this matter. 


Walt is awaiting replies from the adjacent States concerning coordina- 
tions for Crawfordsville and Scottsburg. He also noted that it is 
essential that up-to-date System Surveys be obtained on all systems that 
include longitude and latitude. This information is required for the 
computer databases used by our Coordinators and those of the adjacent 


States. 


If you are being interfered with by an uncoordinated system the Coordi- 
nator needs to be notified to determine the situation. However, it is 
the responsibility of the trustee to document the interference. This 
requires a a great deal of work, logging, recording, and letter writing. 
Action can be taken, but it takes thorough documentation. 


220 Mhz., Marty Hensley, KA9PCT - Marty first requested how many atten- 
dees were from South of [ 70. Only two were noted. He would like to 
see future Council meetings held in the southern part of the State. The 
Chairman noted that previous meetings in the South were attended only by 
the Council Officers, but he'd be happy to schedule one if the member- 
ship indicated they would attend. 


There has been a great deal of activity on the band. He has coordinated 
5 new systems and is taking care of interference problems. The biggest 
problem is in the Chicago area where the band is full (120 miles out). 
He has been able to coordinate one system in DeMotte. Some time ago he 
coordinated a system in Valparaiso. After that time a system popped up 
in Chicago and was uncoordinated. Marty worked with the Illinois Coor- 
dinator and talked with the offending trustee. He wouldn't go off the 
air, but a deal was worked out that he would buy crystals for the 
Indiana system if he moved to another frequency. The move has been 
made, and we're awaiting the payment for the crystals. 


There are lots of opportunities for systems in the Southern part of the 
State except for the Cincinnati area. Some are choosing this band 
because it isn't accessible on scanners. 


440 Mhz., Jeff Tucker, WB9KIX - Jeff was out of town, so the Chairman 
reported for Jeff. It was noted that Rick Viehe, KM9E, has been the 440 
Coordinator for the last year, but he had to give up the position due to 
job responsibilities. Jeff has taken over, has met with Rick and Steve, 
and is continuing the coordination activities. Jeff reports that the 
band is filling up, particularly in the northwest part of the State. 
Also it takes time to get a coordination thru, sometimes up to a year 

if systems must be decoordinated, or other work with our neighboring 
States is required. 


Steve reported on a system in the Chicago area that found an Indiana 
system that was off the air and wanted that allocation. Rick had a 
request prior to the Illinois request and therefore granted the alloca- 
tion to the Indiana requestee.

There are digital 
versions of home telephones, and the potential truck tracking system for 
the ._Indianapolis area in the future can cause interference. There has 
been an ATV repeater proposed for 923.25 out/916.25 in. This will wake 
up some of the home TV "Rabbits" that are being sold. The other side of 
this is that a Ham can go out and buy one of these units, add a trans- 
mitting amplifier and have a low cost ATV system. 


On the 1200 Mhz. band there is simplex ATV and FM activity. There is 
also some link activity. This band is ideal for iinks due to the narrow 
beamwidth of the antennas, and the security. Commercial equipment is 
available. 


On 2.4 Ghz. there is some simplex activity. Ron reviewed the arrange- 
ment with ABC Sports in which they requested our approval to utilize the 
Amateur band for car cameras at the Indy 500. 


The 10 Ghz. band is being used some in the Chicagu area, but there are 
no repeaters there yet. 


Ron suggested that there are lots of opportunities for systems on these 
UHF bands and he hopes to hear from Amateurs who want to coordinate a 
system. 


Old Business: The Chairman called for any Old Business. There was none 
other than the issue of the proposed 440 Bandplan. The Chairman passed 
out handouts describing the current bandplan, the ARRL and MACC proposal 
on the matter, and the latest (January 92) IRC plan. He described how a 
group of Indiana hams with expertise in repeaters, ATV, Satellites, and 
Packet met to work out the plan trying to take into account future needs 


and technologies. There have been only one concern voiced by Indiana 
Hams (KA9PCT, who had made some very important observations). However, 
in discussions with the Ohio and Illinois Coordinators there was no 
indication that they wouid support it. They haven't addressed it as 
fully as we have, but Ohio indicated that they would not support any 
Significant allocation in the 445-447 range. They have about 3 specific 
frequencies (445.000, 445.500, & 446.500) that have been used by Packet, 
but they expect all other activity to be below the FM band. Illinois 
has links throughout the 445-447 range and doesn't believe that a seg- 
ment of that portion of the band would work out. Both States will be 
holding Council meetings in the next few months and will be addressing 
the matter. 


Dick Shelton, N6RS, one of our prior 440 Coordinators pointed out that 
we had an informal arrangement with Ohio to stay above 446 Mhz. because 
the Ohio "PRH" system has many links in the 445 range. We would allo- 
cate our links higher in the band so as not to interfere with many of 
those’ links that are very "hot." He didn't believe that we could allo- 
cate that 600+Khz. to packet without interfering with them. 


Marty, KA9PCT, was willing to go along with the proposed bandplan even 
though he would have to move many of his links, but was concerned that 
we pick a plan and then stick to it. Also we need to pick a plan and 
get the neighboring States to agree to it too. 


The comments indicated that we would like to see the adjacent States 
adopt our plan for consistency. Steve pointed out that he had not been 
able to convince them to agree to our plan, and in fact the MACC pro- 
posal for the 446.025-446.200 was not agreed to by them. Ron, KD9QB, 
felt that we must come away from this meeting with a decision on this 
matter or else the packet people may go off on their own without a plan. 


A motion was made by KA9PCT and seconded by N6RS that the Plan proposed 
in January, 92 be approved by the Council with the following modifica- 
tion: 

Note #9 pertaining to the 445.175-445.625 segment for 

Packet systems would require a Coordination by the Council 

in the same way as any Link request. 
A show of hands resulted in unamimous agreement on this plan.

** INDIANA HOUSE COMMERCE COMMITTEE SAYS YES TO H.B. 1413%* 
part 7 of 3: 
On January 28 the Commerce Committe of the House of Representatives heard 
testimony for and against the introduction of HB 1413 which requires telephone 
companies to charge residential rates for telephone lines connecting service 
for amateur radio stations that meet all F.C.C. guidelines. 


Speaking for the bill was its sponsor, Rep. Patrick J. Kiely, Mr. Jerry Hauer 
of Indiana State Emergency Management Agency; Mr. John Curran, National 


Weather Service; Steve Riley (WASCWE), Indiana Repeater Council; & Bob Shelton 
(K9IND). 


Two representatives from Indiana Bell and one from the Indiana Telephone 
Association spoke against the bill. The Bell people said that we should have 
come to see them first. They were unaware that the matter had been presented 
to their Indianapolis office twice, to their own Government Affairs V.P. and 
to the president of Ameritech Bell, Mr. Orman Wade! They also argued that 
while they appreciated the work of hams they would have to offer residential 
rates to every service organization. (I guess they should if every service 
Organization had an amateur radio repeater). Anyway, the Commerce Committee 
did not take the bait and voted 100% TO INTRODUCE THE BILL TO HOUSE FLOOR. 


IT IS NOW TIME FOR ALL OF THE HAMS IN INDIANA TO BE HEARD. You will find a 
list of all of the Representatives in the General Assembly in the subsequent 
parts of this bulletin. Find the one(s) that represent you and let them hear 
from you IMMEDIATELY!! I guarantee they will hear from the telephone lobby.

TO: Council Members and Friends: 


As you may remember Bob Shelton, K9IND, a member of the Anderson 
Repeater Club, has been working for over a year to obtain from the 
Indiana Bell Telephone Company consideration in our monthly charges for 
telephone lines we use for repeater control and autopatch. Since we 
are prevented from using our systems for “business” purposes why should 
we be charged for a business line just because our repeater is not 
located at a residence. His arguments have fallen upon deft ears, even 
though recently in other States telephone companies have seen fit to 
reduce repeater telephone line rates, and in some cases even rebate to 
the clubs the overcharges over the last several years. 


Therefore, with the help of State Representative Kiley, a bill has been 
introduced into the State Legislature to require the telephone compa- 
nies in the State to charge residential rates for telephone connecting 
service for amateur radio stations that meet all Federal] Communications 
Commission guidelines. Today this bill, HOUSE BILL NO. 1413 was pre- 
sented to the House Commerce Committee and Representative Kiley, Mr. 
Shelton, your IRC Chairman, John Curran from the NWS, and Phil Roberts 
from the State Emergency Management made presentations in support of 
it. After our presentation the bill was UNAMIOUSLY APPROVED by the 
Committee, which means that it will be presented to the entire House 
when the leader of the House can schedule Kt 3 


What this means to repeater operators is that even if our repeater 

is located in a commercial building we will not be charged the $50+ 
business monthly charge, but the residential rate closer to $20. That 
is a significant savings to our meager club budgets. 


We have been advised that if each member of the legislature were to get 
five or six letters or calls in Support of this bill it would be likely 
to pass. This is where we need your help immediately. Please review 
the listing included in this mailing and use the 800 number to call in 
a brief concise message in support of HOUSE BILL NO. 1413 and ask your 


representative to support it too, or drop him a brief message at the 
address listed. ACT QUICKLY!!! 


ou may think that this bill doesn't pertain to you if you are cur- 
ently lucky enough to get someone to foot the bill on your line, but | 
an tell you from first hand experience that when times get tough the 
supplier of the phone line will find the way to cut out the expense. 

If you do not currrently have a telephone line for a control line or an 
autopatch you may want one sometime in the future, and $300 per year 

ay be much easier to support than $600.
